Confirmed - Queen will visit town hall

THE Queen will be visiting the centre of 
Crewkerne on Wednesday, May 2nd, it emerged 
this week. 

She and the Duke of Edinburgh will arrive by 
car and depart by helicopter, which will whisk 
them to Exeter in time for a city-centre walka¬ 
bout, a plaque unveiling ceremony, and lunch at 
the university. 

Mayor Neil Sturtivant, who will welcome the 
Royal party to the town, revealed the latest de¬ 
tails about her itinerary during the annual town 
meeting on Monday night. 

He said: “I have some breaking news. For the 
first time, we are able to confirm that the queen 
is coming to Crewkerne by car and arriving on 
Wednesday, May 2nd, and will come to the 
town hall. 


“When we have more information, we will let 
everyone know.” 

A media statement from Buckingham Palace 
shed further light on the Queen’s two-day Ju¬ 
bilee visit to the South West. 

The first day will see the Royal party visiting 
Sherborne Abbey and the town’s Digby Memo¬ 
rial Hall. 

The party will later that day head to Salisbury 
where they will visit The Rifles Regimental 
Museum, Salisbury Cathedral, and Cathedral 
Close. 

The next day begins at Yeovil Pen Mills Rail¬ 
way Station from where the Queen and the 


Duke will travel to Ninesprings Country Park, 
Yeovil, before heading to Crewkerne. 

A palace spokesman said: “The Royal party 
will continue by car to Crewkerne Town Hall 
where they will view displays of local produce 
and significant historical items and documents. 

“They will arrive in Exeter by helicopter and 
will visit Princesshay, Exeter City Centre. The 
Royal party will ‘walkabout’ and view an exhi¬ 
bition of Youth and Performing Arts.” 

The Royal visit will then include an opening 
ceremony at the new £48 million Forum study 
centre at Exeter University, followed by lunch. 

♦ CREWKERNE town centre will be decked 
with bunting and Union Jack flags for the 
Queen’s visit. 


Community stalwarts named Honoured Citizens 


TWO community stalwarts were 
this week honoured for decades of 
service to the people of Crewk¬ 
erne.

Thanking those present, 
Mr Bryant said he never 
dreamed he would be one 
of Crewkerne’s Honoured 
Citizens.

The photography came after Martin's disappointment at his holiday 
snaps. He joined Chard Camera Club and read up on the subject and then 
started doing sports photography for local newspapers. He soon found 
himself in demand and has rubbed shoulders with the rich and famous. 
Now, 28 years later, he and Sue work together from home, sometimes ac¬ 
companied by daughter Victoria, specialising in weddings and events and 
enjoy sharing special moments with all kinds of people. 


• HOW does Sue help you on the 
job? 

She is my faffer, I couldn't do a wed¬ 
ding without her. She sees what I don't 
and if the veil is off or the dress is not 
right, she will sort it out. It pays to have 
a second pair of eyes. 

• WHAT do you like about Chard? 

I think it is a very friendly little place. I 
got to know a lot of people very 
quickly. 

• IS there someone particular you 
would like to photograph? 

I have photographed some of the peo¬ 
ple I would like to but I would like to 
have photographed the Queen 
Mother. She was so easy going, a 
lovely person. I did the wedding of 
Marianne Faithfull's son, that was fun. 

• IS there one shoot that really 
sticks in your mind? 

Yes there was a little chap from Chard 
who went up to Tottenham Hotspur to 
meet Gary Lineker. The little boy's jaw 
dropped. Then I asked if Gazza was 
about and Lineker said 'he's out the 
back, go and get him and tell him I 
sent you'. So Gazza came back and the 
little boy's jaw dropped even further. 
It was a lovely day, it really was. 

• YOU must have seen a lot of 
changes in the business? 

Yes, wedding photography is about 50 
per cent down, the shoebox syndrome 
is gone. You know, everyone used to 
have a shoebox full of photos that 
they would go and look back on. Now 
the world and his wife has a camera 
and often regret not getting a profes¬ 
sional, they say uncle so and so is 
doing it then what he does is not good 
enough, or the battery runs out or 
something. Then they put it all on the 
computer or discs and don't realise 
they risk losing it all. Two years is the 
maximum you can guarantee a disc 
before the quality deteriorates, DVDs 
are a bit stronger. We back everything 
up three times and not on a computer 
at all. 

• WAS it hard to change to digital? 

I found it very hard. I resisted for ages 
and I still reckon film is better, the 


colour is better for one thing. You are 
not a photographer anymore, you are 
a creator. Photography is about cap¬ 
turing the day, the moment, not fid¬ 
dling about for hours on a computer 
and people want a lot more candid 
photos now as well as the formal ones. 
A monkey can take a picture, but not 
as good, it's about the eye. A lot of pro¬ 
fessionals are doing both. I nearly 
went back to film the other day when 
I saw a lovely camera at a show in 
Birmingham. He wanted too much for 
it though and by the time I had 
thought about it and gone back, he 
had sold it. 

• DO you have any hobbies? 

I like shooting and fishing. I am 60 this 
month and the family want to give me 
a days shooting or fishing. They gave 
me the Landrover experience before. 
That was great and I learned a lot. You 
think you can drive a 4x4 until you go 
on one of those days. 

•WHAT three things would you like 
on your desert island? 

My 4x4 Landrover, my fishing rod and 
a radio, I listen to Midwest radio. I 
wouldn't want to be without the wife 
though, I can't find anything without 
her. 

• WHAT would you do with a silly 
amount of money? 

Spend it wisely because I think you 
would end up with a lot of friends you 
didn't have before. I would look out for 
family and friends and then go for it, 
fly to Scotland and go fishing. I'd love 
to go Grouse shooting, but it costs a 
heck of a lot of money. I'd also like to 
go back to Malta, they love the English 
and bend over backwards for you 
there. 

• IF you could time travel, where 
would you go? 

I'd like to go to the 17th century, there 
were obviously no cameras. It would 
be a very interesting thing to take 
photosand bring them backto the fu¬ 
ture. I would like to have covered the 
Falklands War. I would have joined up 
but I was too old. I take my hat off to 
those war correspondents.

The insanely brave explorers in search of the Nile 


An unsolved mystery for a thousand years, the source of 
the River Nile confounded the ancient Greeks and baf¬ 
fled most of eminent minds of the Victorian era. In 1865, 
six men and one woman, some of the world's greatest 
explorers began the final search to solve one of the 
great geographical unknowns of the age - the source of 
the River Nile. 

Tim Jeal has written an entertaining account of the life 
and adventures of the Victorian explorers. Historians have 
examined and established all the facts given here. Jeal is 
aware of their findings and has done his own research as 
well. For example, he has consulted unpublished sources 
like the manuscript of Speke's book, The Journey of the 
Discovery of the Source of the Nile (1863), which had 
been censored by his original publisher John Blackwood. 
Following the modern trend among writers of popular 
histories, Jeal has added all the scholarly paraphernalia 
of notes and bibliographies. But, mercifully, his account 
is free from academic jargon. Jeal is also a novelist, and 
he has spiced up the known facts about the explorers 
by reviving the personal animosities and conflicts be¬ 
tween the different explorers (especially Burton and 
Speke, whose partnership he describes as a "great mis- 

I_ 


alliance,"); and by recounting the terrible illnesses that af¬ 
flicted them, Speke's sexual adventures in Africa — which 
possibly resulted in the birth of a child — and tales of native 
kings with literally hundreds of wives. 

What makes this book so memorable is the way the indi¬ 
vidual stories of these insanely brave explorers are told in 
dramatic episodes which combine to give a panoramic pic¬ 
ture of the whole search for the Nile's source. Jeal has found 
out more about these extraordinary people than has been 
revealed before. Speke was no prim, cold fish but fell head 
over heals in love with a former wife of the King of Uganda 
and helped the Queen Mother cope with her period pains, 
her grief for her dead husband, and her excessive drinking. 
Burton was jealous and untruthful and so ill he had to be 
carried for months at a time, though later claiming he did 
most of the exploring during his time with Speke. Living¬ 
stone was egotistical and vain but also amazingly self-sac¬ 
rificing and able to endure awful pain while travelling. The 
horrifying illnesses and privations suffered by the explorers 
as they struggled through jungles and along rivers are 
graphically described in this marvellously detailed account 
of one of the greatest feats of exploration ever attempted. 
There is humor too, as when Livingstone washes his hair 


with foaming soap and the watching Africans (who have 
never seen soap lather before) think he has taken out his 
brain. Speke often found that his shoes were of particular 
interest to people who always went barefoot. The vivid de¬ 
tails in this book are as enjoyable as the wide sweep of it. 

In Explorers of the Nile, Tim Jeal first retraces the various 
attempts by famous adventurers like David Livingstone and 
Richard Burton. These men went through the rough terrains 
of the unmapped territories of East and Central Africa and 
encountered formidable obstacles in the form of illness, dis¬ 
ease, and the hostility of the native people. For instance, in 
one of the skirmishes with the hostile Somalis, a warrior 
thrust his javelin right at Burton: "The spear entered on one 
side of Burton's face and came out on the other, cleaving 
the roof of his mouth and smashing out two molars". This 
left a permanent mark on him, which is visible in his por¬ 
traits. These intrepid explorers took different routes, but for 
all their struggles did not succeed in their mission. 

All in all, Jeal has presented us with a fascinating tale of 
exploration, full of history and facts, yet at the same time 
holds our interest with his compelling way of telling a story. 
Definitely worth a read, if only to acknowledge the efforts 
and stuggles of these explorers. By Natalie Spiller

Blues for all tastes at Square and Compass 

DAVE Saunders of Mojo Promotions once again brings some truly international acts to our area over the next few weeks 
and is anxious that advance tickets are booked to be sure you can get in!

'Act of Faith' released in 2005 on SPV, brought Chris and his music to a wider audience in Europe, Australia, Japan and 
Canada where he appeared at the Montreal Jazz Festival in 2007. Besides writing and touring Europe with his band, Chris 
has recently written and presented a three part series for BBC Radio on Alexis Korner, the pioneering blues musician and 
broadcaster.

Driving nine till five 


DO you ever arrive at work and realise you can't re¬ 
member anything about your drive there? 

Diving on auto pilot is a dangerous thing, but there 
are plenty of things you can do to make your daily 
commute safer. 

Keep the car maintained. You may be driving with 
the low sun in your eyes, so make sure your wind¬ 
screen washer fluid is topped up and that your 
windscreen and windows are clean. Check and ad¬ 
just your tyre pressure regularly, and keep an eye on 
tread depth - this must be at least 1.6 millimetres - 
and their condition. You should also keep the oil at 
the right level and check all of your lights work. 

The biggest problem with commuting is that 
everyone travels at the same time. People get frus¬ 
trated and tired and will be inclined to behave un- 
predictably - watch out for people changing lanes 
suddenly as they try and get ahead of the traffic. Be 
wary and anticipate the actions of road users around 
you. 

Stay calm. Being stuck in traffic and late for work is 
stressful, so allow a lot more time than you're likely 
to need for the journey. I recently spent two hours 
on the M4 and covered only three miles. If you're 
going to be late and need to let a colleague know, 
pull over into a safe place not obstructing other traf¬ 
fic, switch the engine off and make the call before 
carrying on. Avoid rushing the rest of the journey to 
make up time. Better late than never, especially 
where your life's concerned. And please, don't be 


tempted to use your smartphone to check your 
work emails while you drive. 

Check the weather forecast before you travel, es¬ 
pecially when making a long journey. Heavy rain al¬ 
ways slows traffic down, and in very severe weather 
conditions you need to consider if it's safe to travel. 
When you are on the road, listen out for traffic up¬ 
dates on the radio in case your route is affected, but 
never look for updates on your mobile phone or sat- 
nav while on the move.The Highways Agency has a 
useful app with up to date traffic information for in¬ 
cidents on its roads, but remember you are breaking 
the law if you access it on a hand-held device, while 
moving. 

Knowing an alternative route in case of an accident 
or road closures is also useful. 

Does your insurance cover you? Many policies will 
include commuting, but make sure they do, and if 
you start a job which involves commuting further 
remember to increase the mileage on your insur¬ 
ance premium. If you are expected to drive for work, 
you need to make sure your insurer covers you for 
business mileage too. If you have an accident driv¬ 
ing for work, you won't be covered if you don't have 
this. Many employers will have driver risk assess¬ 
ment schemes in place, and company insurance, but 
they are not legally obliged to do so, so don't leave 
this to chance.

SPRING TYRE SAFETY ADVICE 
FROM MYTYRES.CO.UK 


SPRING flowers are appearing in parts of 
the UK and so thoughts are beginning to 
turn to the prospect of warmer weather 
and possibly longer and more frequent car 
journeys, mtyres.co.uk, part of Europe's 
leading online tyre retailer Delticom, is of¬ 
fering motorists some practical road safety 
advice related to the tyres on their vehicles. 
The incentive to check tyres in the cold and 
dark winter months may well have led to 
these crucial components being time ex¬ 
pired and in need of replacement. 
Mytyres.co.uk is offering the following 
simple five-point safety check: 

Firstly, ensure that all tyres have at least 
3.00mm of tread depth for maximum 
safety - the law requires a minimum of 
1.6mm of tread on all running tyres. How¬ 
ever, experts recommend more tread 
depth for greater safety. A simple tip from 
mytyres.co.uk to drivers who do not have a 
tread depth gauge handy is to look for the 
three letters TWI, or a similar indication 
with the same meaning, such as an arrow, 
which appear on the tyre's sidewall.The let¬ 
ters stand forTread Wear Indicators (as well 
as the arrow) and adjacent to those letters 
are raised areas at the base of the tread 
grooves, set at 1.6mm. This indication 
serves as a visual warning of when the tyre 


is approaching or at the minimum legal 
limit. 

Secondly, check and adjust if necessary 
tyre pressures against the manufacturer's 
handbook recommendations. Incorrect 
tyre pressures increase wear and use more 
fuel and increase C02 emissions. 

Thirdly, check for uneven wear or other 
damage which can be caused by 
tyres/wheels being out of alignment fol¬ 
lowing hitting a kerb or a pothole in the 
road. It is recommended that if in doubt 
motorists should consult an expert at a 
garage or tyre fitting station. 

Fourthly, clean dirt from around the tyre 
valve and fit dust caps. And check for any 
sidewall damage, cuts or bulges, again if in 
doubt about any possible damage drivers 
should check with an expert. 

And finally, if whilst driving the driver ex¬ 
periences vibration, wheel wobble or dis¬ 
covers adverse signs of wear, front tyres 
should be checked for balance. 

Should replacement tyres be required, a 
wide range of quality tyres - in excess of 
100 brands and 25,000 different models - 
are on offer to suit all requirements by 
checking www.mytyres.co.uk.

LAST Saturday afternoon 
proved to be the witching 
hour as far as several local 
clubs' seasons were con¬ 
cerned.
